Learn too Late 

Two crashes of light planes on a recent 
Sunday afternoon in Idaho's Primitive 
area underscored the dangers of such 
flying. It happens virtually every summer 
and plane owners never seem to be able 
to learn from the example. Following the 

' two crashes, Idaho Aeronautics Director 
Chet Mouiton declared, "It's the same 
story that has brought tragedy in moun- 
tain areas in the past. The oldest rule we 

— prench-rT^lstharinnhesrhTgh*mOurttain 
canyons we fly only in the early morning 
and in the very late evening." 

Yet every summer, someone can't wait 
for favorable^ lying conditions and a fatal 

— li ay i i uccurs. "Day Unit) uii', pailluuluily 
in the middle of the summer, lacks lift- 
ing power of cooler air. In addition,, an 
airplane engine functions less efficiently 
with hot air. These facts are drummed 
in(o pilots from the beginning of their 
training until the knowledge should be- 
come second nature. Anyone Is free to 
guess why they choose to ignore the in- 
formation. 4 

It seems that one or more pilots pay 
with their lives practically— every sum 
mer because they choose to fly when 
they should be waiting. Perhaps it's 
case of familiarity breedingcontempt. If 
n flier is tempted to take^a" chance and 
gets nway. with it, he'll take the same 
chance the next time with less hesita- 
tion. If he's lucky and doesn't come too 
close to crashing, he might reach the

"""to "the risk" involved. When he reaches 
that point, his- flying days are virtually 
over. 

No one should lump nil pilots together 
because of those who fly into mountains

Ani " w Tnt * which increasingly, and blindly, 
legislate from fear rather than principle. 

His face knobby with age, the 83 - year - old 
Smith yet seemed younger than anyone In the 
House chamber when he pleaded for "standing 
up and voting for what we believe In" rather 
than acting "on the'thcory of fear" In consider- 
ing the administration's civil rights bill. He 
pleaded for firmness against the threat of mob 
violence, and was saddened that "no word Is 
spoken of the courage to defend the American 
way of government." 

FEAR AS A WEAPON-However he may ex- 
plain It away for history's footnotes, New York's 
Rep. Emmanuel Celler was demanding that the 
House vote out of fear. Any vote against taking 
up the bill, he warned, would "invite violence in 
t|ie streets." In effect, Celler was- pleading for 
mob rule. 

Fortunately for the country, this was too much 
for Judge Smith. They licked him in the pri- 
mary, but the judge would fain defer his Inter- 
ment. He would not go along with the Injunction 
that_!!we-tremble In-our-seats-and-yield-to-the 
fear of a Negro revolution." He would not admit 
that this was "the kind of spirit that has come 
to this country." They call Judge Smith a relic 
of the past, but he was still too young to swallow 
the doctrine of surrender to the rioters.

XOSE DEFEAT— And so he brought uneasl- 
ncss to' the House, so much so that the vote to 
snatch the bill from Smith's Rules Committee 
was a close 200 to ISO— a gloomy omen for the 
backers of the most unpopular civil rights bill 
since 1957.

Washington, but they. reflect 
the concern of Main Street— where the ultimate 
power lies. Faced with intimidation daily both 
at home and from abroad, the faceless citizen 
so long addressed by Judge Smith as "cousin' 
can understand Smith's irritation when he in- 
veighs against "this new spirit." Like Judge 
Smith, the citizen is tired of being exhorted 
daily to-"do this or the Communists will get mad 
at you; send millions of dollars to other coun- 
tries or someone will get mad at you . . . give 
to-thls arid .-glvB^toythat-. ; "'. "out of fear, a 
.tribute_U_you-please,-to-placate-mob3-ln-the 
streets." 

Judge Smith was speaking out not only as an 
old and Implacable foe of progress In the civil 
rights Held— a stand which does him scant cred- 
it— but as a professional legislator and, more 
important, a defender of due process. The duty 
of Congress, ho was telling his colleagues and 
the country, is to legislate— not capitulate.

Senate Won't 
Insist on 
Arbitration _ 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate refused today to order 
compulsory arbitration if the 
nirlinc strike Is not settled by 
bargaining during a proposed 
six-month back-to-work period. 

It, was the first Senate vote 
on legislation dealing with the 
27-day walkout, and it left un- 
answered the major question: 
whether and how Congress Is 
going to force an end to the 
walkout. 

The vote knocked down an 
amendment proposed by Sen. 
Frank J. Lausche, D-Ohlo. who 
wanted a five-man board tc 
hand down a final, binding con- 
tract settlement if the AFL-CIO 
Machinists* Union and five ma- 
jor airlines do not negotiate one. 

Lausche's arbitration plan 
would have taken effect after 
explratlcji f of the 180-day strike 
halt proposed to the Senate In 
two versions. 

One would have Congress is- 
sue the strike stopping order: 
the ot her would leave that to 
President Johnson.

WASHINGTON— The important political men 
around Bobby Kennedy are Impressed but not

one of them put it, their "Y- 
Year"-is still 1372. 
— Ihis — unwillingness-^ to— chal- 
lenge Lyndon Johnson at the 
polls two years hence Is based 
on the principal fact or political 
'life "affecting"!! "Kennedy- candi- 
dacy. It Is that this pragmatic 
.liberal, standing slightly to the 
Mt of center, finds hts greatest appeal among 
the young voters nnd that these voters will be 
in the majority in 1972. 

Last* year, 46 per cent of the total U.S. popu- 
lation were under the age of 25. By 1970, 47 per 
cent will be under 25, and by 1972 the number 
of voters between the ages of 20 and 29 will 
amount to Just under 50 per cent. Voters be- 
tween 29 and 35 will make the nation's youth the 
majority, and to these can be added a reason- 
ably substantia^ share of those old er vo ters who 
will b'e .attracted by the Kennedy magic, 

LANDSLIDE OF YOUTH VOTES — In other 
words, it is the premise of Kennedy's advisers 
that by waiting six years to make his bid for the 
White House, Bobby will be playing it safe. By

Looking that far ahead is always" dangerous, 
of course, even for a Kennedy, and in this par- 
ticular instance the snag is a man named 
George Romney. The Detroit governor is the 
one Republican politician now in sight who co n- 
ceivably COUld bearJohnsonlrT1968 and emerge 
as a golden boy, a kind of lower-case Eisenhow- 
er, who could be unbeatable (n 1972. Without any- 
one saying so, it is plain that Bobby Kennedy's 
plans depend on a Johnson victory in 1968, leav- 
ing only Hubert Humphrey in the Kennedy path 
to the White House. 

STAR IS RISING— To be sure, Kennedy men 
are encouraged by a Detroit News poll which 
showed that Romney would defeat Johnson in 
his home state but Jose to Bobby if the presiden- 
tial e lectio n wer e held today. This is g rist for 



the Kennedy~buildup. .but they are not eager to 
tangle with a Romney whose "charisma has 
been polished by four years in the White House. 
Willing, of course, but not anxious. 

Meanwhile, the Kennedy forces are encour- 
aged by the fact that Bobby is now firmly en- 
trenched in his home base of New York State. 
His state-wide prestlgc__as a senator-has : been 
enhanced by the victory of his candidate in a 
minor Democratic primary race for surrogate 
in-New York City, a "success "which in" effect 
gave Kennedy Democratic control of the city— 
a<statc within a state.

— INHERITS-A-DYNASTY— In-shortrBobbyJias 
emerged as the unchallenged pretender in that 
government-in-cxile known as the Kennedy fam- 
ily.
